The public information relating to the listed statute:

Pursuant to A.R.S. § 49-305, the Arizona Department of Environmental Quality (Department) maintains a Ground-
water Protection List (GWPL) composed of agricultural use pesticides and active ingredients that have the potential
to pollute groundwater. The statute requires the Department to place a pesticide identified under A.R.S. § 49-
303(C)(2) and (3) on the GWPL, and to regulate the use of the pesticide if the pesticide is intended for application to
or injection into the soil by ground-based application equipment or chemigation, or the label of the pesticide requires
or recommends that the application be followed within 72 hours by flood or furrow irrigation.

Draft 2010 Groundwater Protection List

The GWPL is a list of agricultural use pesticide active ingredients that have the potential to pollute groundwater. An
agricultural use pesticide active ingredient is placed on the GWPL for any of the following reasons: 1) it fails to com-
ply with the established specific numeric values, 2) the environmental fate assessment indicates potential to leach to
groundwater, or 3) an active ingredient or degradation product has been detected in groundwater consistent with
established testing requirements.

Pursuant to A.A.C. R18-6-301, the Department is publishing the draft 2010 GWPL to provide an opportunity for the
public to comment on the active ingredients being placed on or removed from the GWPL. The final 2009 GWPL con-
tained 73 active ingredients; the draft 2010 GWPL would add three new active ingredients: Flazasulfuron,
Saflufenacil and Tebuconazole. With this publication, a 30-day public review and written comment period begins.
After completion of the 30-day review and comment period, the Department will formulate a response to any com-
ments submitted and consider making modifications to the GWPL in response to the comments. If no comments are
received, the draft GWPL becomes final. If comments are received, the revised GWPL will then be re-published in
the Arizona Administrative Register, including a summary of comments received and the Department’s response to
the comments. The final 2010 GWPL will become effective on December 1, 2010, in accordance with R18-6-
301(A)(3).

Reason for the Notice of Public Information:
Laws 2010, Ch. 287 revised the Administrative Procedure Act and extended the moratorium on rulemaking through
fiscal year 2011

Effective date of Laws 2010, Ch. 287:
July 29, 2010

Summary of Laws 2010, Ch. 287:
Revises the rulemaking process by expanding the use of summary rulemaking, authorizing a general permit and
expanding the role of the governor’s Office of Strategic Planning and Budgeting.

Requires the rule’s benefits to outweigh its probable costs and the agency to demonstrate it selected the least burden-
some and costly alternative. (Strikes the requirement for this to be by clear and convincing evidence).

Expands the requirements for the Economic, Small Business and Consumer Impact Statement.

For the agency’s five-year review, requires a determination that the rule imposes the least burden and cost to the reg-
ulated community.

During an appeal of an agency rule, outlines an additional reason for filing an objection.
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Extends the rulemaking moratorium on rulemaking through fiscal year 2011

(“Moratorium on rule making relating to increased monetary or regulatory
costs; exceptions; definitions”)

Reason for the Notice of Public Information:
Laws 2009, 3rd Special Session, Ch. 7, § 28 enacted into law a moratorium on rulemaking through June 30, 2010.

Effective date of L.aws 2009, 3rd Special Session, Ch. 7. § 28:
November 24, 2009

Text of Laws 2009, 3rd Special Session, Ch. 7, § 28:

Sec. 28. Moratorium on rule making relating to increased monetary or regulatory costs; exceptions; definitions

A. Notwithstanding any other law, for fiscal year 2009-2010, an agency shall not conduct any rule making, includ-
ing an informal rule making process, that would impose increased monetary or regulatory costs on other state
agencies, political subdivisions of this state, persons or individuals or would not reduce the regulatory burden on
the persons or individuals so regulated.

B. Subsection A of this section does not apply to rule making for any of the following:

1. An authorization or requirement enacted by the legislature after January 1, 2009 or as authorized by the gov-
ernor after January 22, 2009.

2. To avoid a violation of a court order or federal law that would result in sanctions by the court or federal gov-
ernment to an agency in fiscal year 2009-2010 for failure to conduct the rule making action.

3. To prevent a threat to the public health, peace or safety.

4. To fulfill an obligation related to fees, rates, fines or regulations that are expressly delineated in the constitu-
tion of this state.

5. To implement or comply with the fiscal year 2009-2010 state budget or the American recovery and reinvest-
ment act of 2009 (P.L. 111-5).

6. A rule or other item that is exempt from title 41, chapter 6, Arizona Revised Statutes, pursuant to section 41-
1005, Arizona Revised Statutes.

7. To eliminate or replace archaic or illegal rules.

C. An agency shall not conduct any informal or formal rule making pursuant to this section without the prior written
approval of the office of the governor. This subsection does not apply to any agency that is independent of the
office of the governor, including any agency that is headed by a single elected official or the corporation commis-
sion.

D. For the purposes of this section, “agency”, “person”, “rule” and “rule making” have the same meanings pre-
scribed in section 41-1001, Arizona Revised Statutes.
